Adjourn Parliament’ 


PARIS, March 29-—The chamber of deputies alarmed 
by the European situation, refused early today to vote 
a two-months adjournment as the government desired. 

Despite assurances of Premier Pierre-Etienne Flan- 
din that the government is viewing events “calmly and 
cooly” the deputies rejected two proposed dates for re- 
convening after the Easter vacation and then adjourned 
to consider the question Saturday, 

Although Flandin promised to summon the deputies 
from their vacations “if developments made it neces- 
sary,” they were impressed by the fiery warnings of 
Deputy Franklin Bouillon that Adolf Hitler had declared 
“war on the whole world’”’by his rearmament program 
and refused to set a date for reconvening. 

An attempt by Bouillon to force 4n immediate vote 
for an appropriation of $1,500,000,000 francs (approxi- 
mately $97,500,000) for aviation failed. The chamber 
passed over the question in heated debate on whether or 
9 to adjourn,

A couple of days ago this column told of the 
plight of the dwellers along the Coal Branch— 
which extends from Bickerdike, near Edson, 
to Mountain Park, 71 miles away, and 6200 feet 
above sea leve]. For lack of a highway they 
are hived away from the rest of the province. 
Though many of them have 
cars and have built little sec- 
tions of roadway in their 
vicinities, they cannot drive 
to town, nor can city folk 
drive in there to visit friends, 
to see the scenery, or to share 
in the wonderful fishing and 
hunting. With money to 
spare, with rich revenues for 
the province from coal royal- 
ties, lease fees, timber royal- 
ties, income taxes, gasoline 
taxes, hunting licenses and revenues from the 
Sale of beer, for some unexplained reason the 
provincial government is deaf to the ordinary 
highway needs of this busy and prosperous 
section of the community. 

Since I wrote the article of two days ago, 
I've discovered much information about the 
Coal Branch and its hunger for a highway. It 
all adds to the mystery of why the provincial 
government has so insistently and completely 
ignored this worthy section of the community.

Would you believe that there are over 4000 
persons living in the towns and settlements 
along the Coal Branch, without highway outlet? 

Well, there are! They produce as high as 
125,000 tons of coal per month in peak years. 
Some of it, like the product of the McLeod 
River Hard Coal Co. at Mercoal, is of the high- 
est grade of domestic coal, and finds a market 
at Vancouver against the coals of Vancouver 
Island and the Tulameen district in B.C. At 
Cadomin and Mountain Park they produce the 
highest qualities of steam coa! that finds its

largest purchaser in the Canadian National 
Railway. At Luscar while I was there they 
king on a cleaner system that will 
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the connection which can only be made 
through a 32-hour tedious railway journey 
The cost of the road, the way these Coal 
Branch huskies can work, was estimated at be- 
tween $12,000 and $16,000. Their previous roads 
they had built for $500 a mile. Mr. A. N. Scott, 
engineer of Luscar, who is vice-president and 
moving spirit of the Roads Association on the 
Coal Branch, had done most of the survey work 
himself gratis. At a meeting held in Cadomin 
last year in which he took part, pledges were 
given of $6000 in cash and 1500 days’ free work 
to get this outlet built through Jasper Park. 


There are files of correspondence about the 
matter, but Ottawa still holds up its consent. 
The Coal Branch folk have offered to supply 
their own engineering staff and carry out the 
work to government specifications, but still dif- 
ficulties are encountered, It’s quite obvious that 
a nigger lurks in the woodpile somewhere. Can 
it be, as a Jasper husiness man suggested to me 
in Jasper recently, that the Ottawa bigwigs do 
not relish the idea of men who work at such 
a useful and grimy business as digging coal, 
being allowed to drive through a national park 
n which they are shareholders? They seem to 
think, at Ottawa, that these Coal Branch folk 
go round with coal dust on them al] the time 
There's a surprise due them.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1849 a horse 
race took place which decided the 
location of part of the old Grand 
Trunk Railway. 

A number of Montreal mer- 
chants agreed that that city must 
have rail connection to an Atlan- 
tic port. Had they possessed vis- 
ion they would have waited a 
while and permitted Joseph Howe 
and his associates to build, under 
British guarantee, a railway ou 
all-Canadian territory. But these 
Montrealers had no conception of 
a united Canada, and so in their 

Ree to get a winter port 
they incorporated the St. Law- 
rence and Atitntic railway to run 
from Longueuil, opposite Mont- 
real, to—where? That was the 
question. Both Boston and Port- 
land wanted the plum. Delega- 
tions visited Montreal and wined 
and dined certain people; these 
people went to Boston and Port- 
land to be entertained in lavish 
style. Each city offered hand- 
some terms. Free terminals, 
money grants, freedom from taxa- 
tion; but just when one seemed to 
have landed the prize the other 
came along with a more attractive 
offer. 

Casimir Gzowski, the great en-

gineer, suggested that the matter 
be dicided b the flip of a coin. 
But it was too important for that. 
A novel solution was found. Two 
steamers were due to leave Eng- 
land for America, one for Port- 
land, the other for Boston.

IT WOULDN'T WORK 
Editor, Bulletin: The Hon. 
George Hoadley has proposed an 
amendment to the Marriage Act 
to the effect that couples who 
desire to marry must, before be- 


ing allowed to do so, produce an 
affidavit to prove that they are 
free from communicable diseases 
of any kind. 

We understand the objective 
aimed at is the betterment of the 
race.

Social ideas hinder us from 
discussing the second law of na- 
ture as frankly and openly as 
we discuss the first law of na- 
ture, although both are of almost 
equal importance. Is it surpris- 
ing that people in general hold 
a perverted conception of the 
second law of nature? 

If the amendment became law 
what would happen to the men 
and women who were forbidden 
to marry? Would the men go to 
a monastery and the women to a 
convent or would they be turned 
loose on society to continue to 
transmit communicable disceses? 

No offense is meant by the 
words “monastery” and convent.” 
It is an indisputable fact that 
communicable diseases are ace 
quired and transmitted in nearly 
all cases by people who have no 
respect for the marriage contract. 
It is also indisputable that if the 
amendment became law it 
wouldn't interfere in the least 
with the activities of these peo- 
ple. The logical conclusion is 
that the amendment wouidn't 
make for the betterment of the 
race, 

Problems in connection with 
the second law of nature can be 
solved by ediication, proper en- 
vironment and economic secur- 
ity, never by legislation.

By Maple Leafs

MAPLE LEAF GARDENS, Toronto, 
March 29—Toronto Maple Leafs, driving 
directly toward their second National 
League title in three years, crushed Boston 
Bruins 3-0 here last night to take a two- 
to-one lead in games in the titular series 
leading to the Stanley Cup finals.
